37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In response the Office Action dated December 9th, 2003, Applicant 
telephoned the Examiner to discuss the prior art of Alts. Applicant asserted that the Examiner was misinterpreting the 
order of composite layers set forth by the Applicant with respect to figure 10 of the Alts patent. Specifically, Applicant 
set forth in claim 1 that the first covering layer is positioned for exposure to an engine compartment thermal 
environment, whereas the first covering layer of Alts as shown in figure 10 is attached to the frame (i.e., facing towards 
the frame and not the engine compartment). Thus, when considering the Alts composite as applied to the positioning 
arrangement of the instant invention it is necessary to reverse the order of layers. For example, in figure 10, what the 
Examiner considered analogous to the first covering layer would actually be analogous to the Applicant's second 
covering layer and what the Examiner considered analogous to Applicant's second covering layer would actually be 
analogous to Applicant's first covering layer when positioned for exposure to an engine compartment thermal 
environment. These arguments were found persuasive and as such the Examiner agreed to issue a supplemental 
Office Action to address this inconsistency. 
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
